iency still require the exercise of 
some 
restrlint. 
The

terms are not soft and they will not 
be applied in kid-gloved fashion. 
Gets Impatient 
" It is extraordinarily 
difficult 
for me at times to exercise that 
degree 
of patience 
which is un­ 
questionably demanded if 
long­ 
time policies which have been de­ 
creed are to be successfully ac­ 
complished without repercussions 
which would be detrimental to the 
well-being of the world. 
"Bu t I am restraining myself 
to the best of my ability.” 
M acArthur explained that the 
first phase of the occupation of

M \N Y persons who come into 
the doctor’s office hav e just one 
complaint. They are fatigued or 
tired out. They hav e no pep. They 
hav e to driv e themselv es to go to 
work. All such people want their 
v itality restored ov er night, but 
this is not always an easy matter, 
for there are many causes for fa­ 
tigue, and until the cause is found 
and remov ed the fatigue is likely 
to remain, and ev en then it takes 
time to restore them to full health. 
Unfortunately, 
according 
to 
Doctor W alter C. 
Alv arez, of 
Rochester, Minnesota, in many in­ 
stances the fatigue is not due to 
any actual disease, but is often 
the result of some mental attitude 
or state of mind. In such in­ 
stances, the fatigue is usually 
present in the morning, the pa­ 
tient wakes up with it, and it 
gradually wears off in the late aft­ 
ernoon. 
Feels Better 
About three or four 
o’clock in 
the afternoon, the patient may be­ 
gin to feel so much better that by 
ten o’clock at night he is ready for 
activ ity of v arious types. Ob­ 
v iously, this fatigue is not due to 
a hard day’s work because, 
if it 
were, it would most likely dev elop 
at night. Many of the tired peo­ 
ple are somewhat frail and sickly, 
It is not possible to make these 
people ov er, but their liv es can be 
(His, but questionable.

Many women are tired be­ 
colme they arc unhappy and full 
of worry, and these worries may 
be of v arious types, of course, such 
as financial troubles, etc. In such 
instances, the matter of reliev ing 
tiredness is one of readjusting the 
person’s attitude toward his diffi­ 
culties. 
Actual Disorders 
Among the many actual dis­ 
orders which can contribute 
to 
tiredness which is not due to men­ 
tal attitudes, are high blood pres­ 
sure, hyperthyroidism, that is. ex­ 
cessiv e secretion from the thyroid 
gland, and hypothyroidism or lack 
of thyroid secretion. Heart dis­ 
ease is a less common cause for 
constant fatigue. Often an attack 
of influenza will leav e a perron 
tired for w^eks or months, but 
this, as a general rule, clears up 
sooner or later. In older people, 
occasionally, a small hemorrhage 
into the blain will occur, which 
may canst some tiredness together 
with mental confusion and other 
symptoms. 
The fatigue, howev er, in some 
instances is, according to Doctor 
Alv arez, a si-» n of nerv ous break­ 
down or psychoneurosis. 
In each instance, then, the prop­ 
er tl-i g to do in to find the cause 
behind the condition and to reliev e 
it by such means as are av ailable.

MANY persons who come into 
the doctor’s office have ju st one 
complaint. They are fatigued or 
tired out. They have no pep. They 
have to drive themselves to go to 
work. All such people w ant their 
vitality restored over night, but 
this is not always an easy matter, 
for there are many causes for fa­ 
tigue. and until the cause it found 
and removed the fatigue is likely 
to remain, and even then it takes 
time to restore them to full health. 
Unfortunately, 
according 
to 
Doctor Walter C. 
Alvarez, of 
Rochester, Minnesota, in many in­ 
stances the fatigue is not due to 
any actual disease, but ia often 
the result of some mental attitude 
or state of mind. In such in­ 
stances, the fatigue is usually 
present in the morning, the pa­ 
tient wakes up with it, and it 
gradually wears off in the late aft­ 
ernoon 
Feel* Better 
About three or four o'clock in 
the afternoon, the patient may be 
gin to feel so much better that bt 
tor o’clock at night he is ready for 
activity of various types. Ob­ 
viously, this fatigue is not due to 
a hard day’s work because, if it 
were, it would most likely develop 
at night. Many of the tired peo­ 
ple are somewhat frail and sickly. 
It is not possible to make these 
people over, but their lives can be 


so adjusted as to avoid mental and 
physical strain insofar as pos­ 
sible. Many women are tired be­ 
re 
e they are unhappy and full 
of worry, and these worries muy 
he of various types, of course, such 
as financial troubles, etc. In such 
instances, the matter of relieving 
tiredness is one of readjusting the 
person’s attitude toward his diffi­ 
culties. 
Actual Disorders 
Among the many actual dis­ 
orders which can contribute to 
tiredness which is not due to men­ 
tal attitudes, are high blood pres­ 
sure. hyperthyroidism, that is. ex- 
ces^ive secretion from the thyroid 
gland, and hypothyroidism or lack 
of thyroid secretion. 
Heart dis­ 
ease is a less common cause for 
constant fatigue. Often an attack 
of influenza will leave a person 
tired for weeks or months, but 
this, as a pi leraJ rule, clears up 
sooner or later. In older people, 
occasionally, a small hemorrhage 
into the brain will occur, which 
may cause some tiredness together 
with mental confusion and other 
symptoms. 
The fatigue, however, in some 
instances is, according to Doctor 
Alvarez, a sign of nervous break­ 
down or psychoneurosis. 
In each instance, then, the prop­ 
er ti 
g to do is to find the cause 
behind the condition and to relieve 
it by such means as are available.
